fairly satisfied with itself, but ad- |

This is an in- 
evitable com- 
bination of emo- 
tions. 

Congress is not 
the mind of any 
one man. Being 
re pr esentative, 

or democratic, its aecisions are 
a compromise of minds. It can- 
not be said, even, to be a com- 
posite mind. It illustrates a_fact 
which we, in our impatience, 
sometimes forget .. . govern- 
ment in a representative system 
is of necessity one of compro- 
mise. In a two-party system op- 
posing views clash head-on. 
they battle on until exhaustion, 
cr stalemate forces withdrawal, 
there is no government. 

This is why representative proc- 
esses are so often unsatisfactory. 
We almost never get what we 
really want. Usually we get half 
a loaf. Or less. We make progress 
by inches, not by leaps. 


This Congress, now concluded, 
was one which had to contend 
with the fact this is an election 
year. Its members knew the vot- 
ers at home were in a question- 
ing frame of mind. So many 
things had gone wrong. The Rus- 
sians were outdoing us with sput- 
niks. The recession disturbed 
many persons. Some areas had 
serious unemployment. 


Vast Miasma 


Then, too, there was, and is, a 
vast miasma of fretting questions 
over the land. It may be, as some 
of the psychologists say, a result 
of our national heritage of big- 
ness and expansiveness and of 
our own cocky nationalism. When 
we aren’t the best, when some- 
one,else beats us to a punch, we 
feel it is somehow unfair, or that 
destiny has treated us shabbily 
when, as is well known, we .are 
the nation of destiny. And, as is 
usual, we cast about for some- 
thing, or someone, to blame. 


Our elected officials, local and 
national, are the logical targets. 
Sometimes, often, they are legiti- 
mate bull’s-eyes. There is much 
corruption in public affairs. And 
this, too, troubles the people. 


But, on the whole, considering 
the fact of an election year, this 
Congress behaved better than 
might have been expected. It be- 
haved badly in neglecting urban 
renewal, which is a matter of 
national crisis as urbanization 
grows with industrialization. It 
was not adequate in the field of 
foreign aid, but here again, the 
administration leadership was 
not adequate. There has been a 
shift in our foreign policy and 
the Congress will need some guid- 
ance in the new form of aid which 
must go to the Middle East. 


Politically there were two nota- |. 


ble features. 


One was the decline of South- 
ern influence in the Congress. 
This began a year ago with the 
passage of a civil rights bill. It 
continued throughout the present 
session. The hard core of Southern 
strength continued to be a force 
to be considered. It was in the 
hands of some of the ablest men 
in the Congress. But it had lost 
some of the border-state support. 
And its power was less. 


Obvious Split 


Secondly, there developed, be- 
cause of the integration decisions 
in Little Rock and Virginia, an 
obvious split in the Democratic 
Party. There almost certainly will 
be some sort of Dixie walkout in 
the 1960 presidential convention. 
Since the Republican Party has 
lost almost all its Eisenhower- 
Democrats it, too, will not be 
much of a force in the states 
where, in 1952 and 1956, it was 
dominant. We may see an odd 
sort of campaign in 1960 with both 
national parties more or less ig- 
noring the Deep South states. The 
Republicans will do so because 
they have no hope of carrying 
them. The Democrats will see a 
walkout or withdrawal divide 
them.

SOUTH AFRICAN DIES 


Premier Johannes Strijdom 


S. Africa’s 
Strijdom 
Dies at 65 


CAPETOWN, South Africa 
(UPI)—Prime Minister Johannes 
G. Strijdom died Sunday and left 
the country’s ruling National Par- 
ty temporarily without a helms- 


man for its staunchly segregation- 
ist policies. 

Strijdom, 65, had suffered from 
heart trouble for many years. He 
entered the hospital late last 
month in need of a “complete 
rest,” rallied briefly and then 
succumbed to a lung complication 
that hastened his death. 


An international political storm 
swirled about his racial policies 
during his premiership, although 
the Afrikaners, non-English-speak- 
ing whites, gave him overwhelm- 
ing moral and ballot box support. 

The nation’s newspapers, almost 
all of his political persuasion, 
printed lengthy eulogies in special 
editions Sunday. 

Three men appeared to be at 
the top of the list of candidates 
to succeed him: Minister of Jus- 
tice and Acting Premier Charles 
Swart, Interior Minister Theodore 
Donges and Native Affairs Minis- 
ter Dr. Hendrik Verwoerd. 

Political sources said Verwoerd, 
who is chief administrator of the 
apartheid programs in which he 
believes deeply, is almost sure to 
get the nod. 

All are committed to uphold 
South Africa’s separation of the 
races—apartheid. 


6 ‘Spies’ Seized 
By Red China 


LONDON (UPI) — Communist 
Chinese authorities have seized 
six “‘spies’”’ of the Nationalist re- 
gime from merchant ships flying 
the British flag, Peiping radio re- 
ported Sunday. The broadcast, 
monitored here, said the ships 
were from Hong Kong and be- 
longed to the Chun Cheong Steam 
Navigation Co, It said the alleged 
spies were arrested in Swatow 
and Whampoa.

er-drawer legislation and develop- 
ing party records for the coming 
campaign. 

The foreign aid appropriation 
was $652,000,000 less than the 
administration’s original request 
but Senate efforts to get more 
were frustrated by unremitting 
opposition from House enemies 
of the program. 


For five hours during the night 
representatives of Senate and 
House wrangled in conference 
over the measure The House had 
originally appropriated $3,078,092,- 
500. The Senate, earlier in its 
18-hour closing session, had voted 
$3,518,092,500 with the hope of 
holding a large part of this 
amount in conference deliber- 
ations with the House.

Explorer 


Fails To Go|! 
Into Orbit 


Jupiter-C Roars 
200 Miles Aloft 


By VERN HAUGLAND 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—The Army splendidly launched 
Jupiter-C rocket to a possible alti- 
tude of 200 miles or more early 
Sunday but failed to put its Ex- 
plorer V satellite into orbit. 

The satellite’s radio voice was 
heard only briefly during the up- 
ward flight by a receiving station 
at Ft. Monmouth, N. J. Then 
there was only silence. 

Ft. Monmouth said it received 
a sharp, clear signal for seven 
minutes after which it gradually 
faded away. 

Hours after the apparently nor- 
mal blastoff at 1:17 a.m. EST, 
teams of weary scientists were 
still studying their test data, try- 
ing to determine what went wrong. 

They had counted particularly 
on the 80-inch tubular satellite to 
help analyze the intense high-alti- 
tude radiation that has riddled 
earlier satellites and saturated 
their instruments. 


MAIN JOB 


The main assignment of the Ex- 
plorer studies is to determine 
whether -radiation in space will 
seriously delay manned space 
flights. 

Starting at an altitude of 1,200 
miles, Explorer IV has been en- 
countering radiation more than 
60 times greater than had been 
expected. 

Six hours after the launching the 
Defense Department in Washing- 
ton said definitely that Explorer V 
did not achieve an orbit around 
the earth. 

A department spokesman said 

there was every indication, how- 
ever, that all four stages of the 
70-foot launching rocket had fired 
properly. 
‘ That was the way it looked from 
the launching site, all during the 
hours-long preliminary countdown 
and through the brilliantly sure 
and steady liftoff and climb to- 
ward the stars. 


YELLOW FLAME 


Spurting a yellow flame 100 feet 
long, the rocket rose vertically for 
several seconds, gulping its tons 
of propellent at the rate of 50 
gallons a second. 


Several seconds after the launch- 
ing, when it had attained aerody- 
namic stability, the rocket started 
tilting gradually into its curved 
ballistic path towards the north- 
east. 

Onlookers at. the missile test 
center and on the miles of beaches 
facing the launch area saw the 
vehicle climb on a tail of fire 
through the star-sprinkled sky for 
a full 2% minutes. 


Then the rocket flame flickered 
out in a puff of white smoke. Ap- 
parently the modified Redstone 
missile first stage of the rocket 
had separated from the upper 
stages some 60 miles aloft, exactly 
as planned.

YOKOSUKA, Japan, (‘AP)—The 
government unloaded Swiss mis- 
siles at the naval base here Sun- 
day to avoid a clash with 1,000 
demonstrators who picketed Yoko- 
hama piers.

There was a flurry also at sea 
The Nationalists said they had 
turned back what appeared to be 
a Communist attempt Sunday 
night to seize Tungting, an island 
outpost 17 miles south of Quemoy. 


Defense spokesmen said their 
warships beat off two moves to- 
ward Tungting. They said the 
first came at 8:06 p.m. when 
navy units clashed with four Red 
gunboats and six landing craft. 
The second came at 9:15 p.m., 
they said, in an encounter wiih 
five Communist gunboats and 30 
| armed motorized junks. 
| The Communist air force, now 
equipped with Soviet MIG1I7 fight- 
ers, made its first aerial strike 
| against the island garrisons dur- 
‘ing a bombardment of nearly 
two hours Sunday evening. 

The defense ministry said the 
Reds followed this up with a straf- 
ing raid by eight planes and a

Cypriots May 
Upset Truce 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (UPI) — The 
ambush killing of three Greek 
Cypriots by British troops threat- 
ened Sunday to upset the truce 
on this troubled Mediterranean 
Island colony. 


Greek flags flew at half - staff 
and church bells tolled in mourn- 
ing in the town of Lyssi Sunday 
as angry black-clad crowds gath- 
ered to discuss Saturday night’s 
killings. 

The three Greek Cypriots, all 
members of the EOKA under- 
ground army, were shot in an ex- 
change of fire with troops of the 
Royal Ulster Rifles. The gunbat- 
tle occurred near Lyssi, a village 
on the Nicosia - Famagusta road 
which long has been an EOKA 
stronghold. One British soldier 
was wounded. 

EOKA leader George Grivas 
warned when he proclaimed the 
truce on Aug. 4 that “provocations 
by the security forces’ would 
force him to revoke his order 
against killing Englishmen. 

A British security officer said 
Sunday that the three Cypriots ap- 
peared to have been transferring 
a supply of arms and explosives 
from one position to another. 


Jet Flight

NEW YORK (UPI)—Pan Amer-

Pan American will be 
limited to cargo flights for at 
least 30 days of ‘‘shakedown”’ op- 
erations. 


BOEING 707 

Sunday’s flight completed an op- 
eration that began at Miami, Fla., 
Saturday, when the light blue and 
cream-colored Boeing 707 jet clip- 
per took off with a cargo of flow- 
ers, pastries and other U. S. prod- 
ucts for San Juan. That trip took 
2 hours and 21 minutes. 

Pan American hopes to begin 
transatlantic commercial passeng- 
er service around Nov. 1, with 
seven-hour service between New 
York and Paris. American Air- 
lines will make the nation’s first 
domestic jet passenger flights 
around Jan. 1, between New York 
and Los Angeles. 

A four-engine British de Havil- 
land comet jet landed at Idlewild 
Aug. 10 and a twin-engine French 
Caravelle jet visited the airport 
about a year ago. Neither has 
started commercial operations out 
of the airport, however.

The 85th’s Record 


Tribute to Johnson 


The Sabbath sunrise was just at the 
point of breaking over Washington, Ty al 
when the 85th Congress at last officially 
adjourned. The Senate was the more 
tardy of the two houses. 

The record of the 85th on the whole 
is good. When one considers that this is 
an election year, its positive performance 
becomes even more remarkable. 

This session might well be labeled 
the Lyndon Johnson Congress. It was 
carefully and intelligently herded along 
by the majority leader from Texas. He 
kept down the strays and he prevented 
trouble by the mavericks. Without him 
and the cooperation he was able to obtain 
from the Republican leadership and from 
the sometimes reluctant Southern wing 
of his own party, this Congress might 
well have become a legislative shambles. 

But when dawn Sunday did throw its 
light on the record, it looked better than 
average. Its greatest failure was to legis- 
late honestly in the field of labor rack- 
eteering and misappropriation of union 
treasuries. It also neglected the urban 
renewal housing program and federal 
health insurance. 

But the asset side is strong. 

Alaska was admitted as the 49th state 
and first steps were taken toward admis- 
sion of Hawaii as the 50th. 

The vitally important reciprocal trade 
program was rescued from demagoguery 
and extended for four more years. 

A $9000.000,000 educational bill was 
passed. Social Security benefits were 
raised by a sensible 7 per cent and gov- 
ernment workers also had a long overdue 
and legitimate increase. 

Appropriations were at a record high, 
but it could not be said the emergency 
did not require them. In fact, as the con- 
gressmen wearily quit their desks, they 
learned that the United States had failed 
to get its latest satellite in orbit. The 85th 
was the first U.S. Congress to be con- 
fronted with a major shock of the space 
age. The Russian sputnik shook the com- 
placency of the Congress as well as that 
of the nation. The 85th Congress did not 
come to grips with the problems of space 
and this may be for the best. There was 
not too much White House leadership, but 
the truth is, the problems are so new, 
vast and unknown that to have attempted 
to deal with them legislatively might 
have been unwise. Money was made 
available in adequate amounts and that 
was the first necessity. 

Foreign aid was short of the Presi- 
dent’s request, but it was still a victory 
for his policy of such aid. But recent U.N. 
events, and the Arab problem in the 
Middle East with our proposed ‘toans to 
that area make necessary a restudy and 
review of our techniques in this field. 

The Congress had other constructive 
successes in agriculture, tax revision for 
small businesses and railroads and in the 
elimination of some excise taxes. 

Without substantial support by. the 
Democratic party, this Congress would 
have been a failure. It is a tribute to the 
responsibility of Majority Leader John- 
son and those who supported him that it 
Was an over-all success.

The tourist department of the Geor- 
gia State Chamber of Commerce has 
made a bold, almost unprecedented, move.

From Miami's Example 


The late, highly esteemed Josephus 
Daniels, when confronted with some 
frustrating problem in his native North 
Carolina, would write a short editorial 
in the Raleigh News and Observer titled, 
“Thank God for South Carolina.” He 
could always find something in that state 
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more frustrating or embarrassing than 
his own. 

It is not entirely in that mood that 
one turns to Miami's problem of popula- 
tion and race, because Miami is doing 
something about it. 

In the past three years Miami’s Latin 
population has increased «zn astounding 
1,000 per cent. This represents about 
100,000 persons. The school problem has 
become complex and heavy. Not many 
teachers speak Spanish. Hence, interpre- 
ters have been hired and trained special- 
ists brought in to work with teachers. 
Adult classes in English and outside in- 
struction in the same subject is arranged 
for children. 

About half the 100,000 new Latins in 
Miami are from Puerto Rico. The city of 
Miami has done a very intelligent thing 
in arranging a police exchange with 
Puerto Rico. Five Miami policemen will 
spend three months in Puerto Rico work- 
ing with police there, learning customs, 
language and social patterns. Five Puerto 
Rican officers will work in Miami in the 
new population areas. Housing, crowded 
slums, employment and other problems 
confront Miami. Crime increases, mostly 
thefts for food, are being studied. 

We should all become aware that our 
problems will increase. We should be 
moving to meet them, not resist them.

Home Rule Advocates 
Must Unite on a Plan 


Controversy over the Atlanta alder- 
manic board’s blueprint for home rule 
has reached the sizzling stage. 

Opponents of the proposed measure as 
now drawn, the latest of which is the 
local affairs committee of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, contend it vests 
too much power in the aldermanic board. 

They maintain that major changes and 
amendments to the city charter should be 
made only by vote of the people. 

On the other hand Jchn A. White, 
chairman of the aldermanic committee 
that drew up the proposed legislation, 
claims that adequate safeguards are pro- 
vided in that amendments to the city 
charter would have to be introduced, ad- 
vertised for two weeks, aired at public 
hearings and then be submitted to a two- 
thirds vote of the governing authority in 
order to become effective. 

There is logic behind both viewpoints. 
In the hands of an honest and efficient 
administration such as the city now kas 
the powers granted in Alderman White’s 
plan undoubtedly would be exercised to 
the best interests of the community. 

If the city in the years to come should 
have the misfortune of electing a corrupt 
or otherwise inept administration such 
powers could cause immeusurable harm. 

But there also are dangers in the pres- 
ent system whereby the legislative dele- 
gation, in the absence of home rule, is in 
a position whereby: potentially it could 
cram unjustified measures down the 
throat of the city’s governing body. 

It is important to note that the pres- 
ent argument centers around the pros 
and cons of home rule provisions as 
drawn, not against home rule in itself. 

The principle of home rule is sound. 
Atlanta needs it and must have it. 

Let’s not allow differences of opinion 
as to how home rule would be adminis- 
tered become an insurmcuntable road- 
block to obtaining it. There can and must 
be a meeting of the minds of all con- 
cerned and an effective compromise 
reached. 

In so doing let’s cast aside anvthing 
smacking cf a defeatist attitude and unite 
for vigorous support of the measure in 
the Legislature.

One of my four children was in 
the first grade last year and her 
teacher told me her classroom 
had to be divided into three sec- 
tions; one-tnird repeaters, one- 
third 5-year-olds and one-third 
who were ready for first-grade 
work. 

She said that unhappily she 
found less time to give the last 
group because the others just nat- 
urally required more attention. 
She and other first-grade teach- 
ers I know say that most of the 
5-year-olds have already failed by 
Christmas before they are even 
of first-grade age. With our 
schools crowded, how foolish to 
take our teachcrs’ time and the 
state’s money to nursemaid 20,000 
or more tots who simply are not 
mature enough to be in school. 

The great@st tragedy is the ei- 
fect failing the first grade has 
upon the individual child. He has 
an inferiority complex the rest 
of his school life through no fault 
of his own. 

In one county I know that the 
first-grade teachers went on rec- 
ord pleading with the local school 
system to set the age limit at 6 
before Sept. 1. The board was 
too fearful of the ‘‘mamas’”’ to 
do it. 

I think the opinion of the first- 
grade teachers and the grairmar 
school principals deserves more 
consideration than that of the 
irate, temporarily inconvenienced 
mamas.

Of Official ‘Boardocracy’ 


Ernest Vandiver’s oft-repeated promise to cut out the deadwood 
in Georgia’s morass of more than 100 boards, hureaus, commis- 
sions and agencies when he is elected governor should cheer every 
advocate of economical government. 


For much longer than a year 
now, long before he was an an- 
nounced candidate for the gov- 
ernorship, Lt. Gov. Vandiver has 
declared that a thorough analy- 
sis of the state’s “‘boardocracy” 
should be made with a view to- 
ward consolidation. 

No one seems prepared to give 
a categorical reply as to exactly 
how many state boards now exist, 
but the Telegraph, in a survey 
last year, counted 95. Admittedly 
there were more. 

Many of the boards, cormis- 
sions and such are, of ccurse, In- 
dispensable to the efficient ad- 
ministration of state affairs, but 
many more are inactive and 
actually exist only because they 
are on the statute books. Others 
overlap and duplicate functions. 

Son.2 of the boards were com- 
pletely justified at the time of 
their creation, but have outlived 
their usefulness. They should be 
officially dissolved. 

Others should he given a pain- 
less death and their functions 
transferred to the appropriate 
executive department.

‘“‘unconstitutional.”” He has thus, 
as governor of a single state, as- 
serted an interpretative power 
over the Federal Constitution 
which that Constitution itself has 
given only to the court. 

Sen. Paul H. Douglas of Illi- 
nois, a civil rights leader, } as 
altempted to have the United 
States Senate express its ‘‘full 
support and approval” of the 
court’s decision. This is only the 
other side of the Faubus coin. 

Gov. Faubus was placing him- 
self above the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Sen. Douglas, 
in his later withdrawn move to 
“defend” that court, was hardly 
less thoroughly attacking its in- 
tegrity. Some of his liberal col- 
leagues, notably Sen. Richard L. 
Neuberger of Oregon, tried in 
vain at the beginning so to per- 
suade him. 

For if the Senate has the right 
to ‘approve’ or in effect to rati- 
fy a specific decision of the 
court, it has an obvious right 
also to “‘disapprove’”’ one. 

This is perhaps most of all why 
President Eisenhower himself has 
persistently resisted all efforts 
to force him not merely to prom- 
ise to enforce the court’s decree 
but to “‘approve’”’ it.

When we read them we are inclined to wonder if Jesus actually 


heavenly Father is perfect’ 


In this, whatever his failures of 
leadership elsewhere on the racial 
issue, the President is standing 
upon what some here see as the 
only possible constitutional 
ground. 

These are not merely the views 
of those often dismissed in the 
prevailing climate as mere 
‘‘moderates."’ These are also the 
views of some of the most de- 
voted of all the advocates of all- 
out civil rights—and of all-out en- 
forcement. 

They are the true _ responsi- 
bles. They are not trying to “‘let 
Faubus get away with it” and 
defy federal court orders. They 
are trying instead to support the 
President’s power—and duty—to 
maintain order in Little Rock if 
he must. But they are backing a 
sensible use of that power. 

Why, they ask, were federal 
troops sent last time before the 
federal Department of Justice 
made any effort to use its easily 
exercisable right to summon any 
number of deputy marshals to 
enforce integration orders? 

The President will be under 
heavy pressure from these re 
sponsibles to make use of this 
civil alternative before again re- 
sorting to the military one. 

If he is wise, it is felt among 
some of his well-wishers inside 
and outside Congress, he wil: at 
least make the attempt this time 
if the new legal breathing spell 
at length produces final—and re- 
sisted—orders for- integration at 
once.

A little boy runs 
home from schoo] to show his 
‘mother a report card which shows 
that his grade and attendance are 
perfect. But the perfection Jesus 
spoke about wasn’t like that. 

What did Jesus mean? First, let 
me say I’m sure He did not be- 
lieve a man could achieve perfec- 
tion by wit and determination. We 
don’t acquire perfection by pulling 
ourselves up by the bootstraps of 
grit and will power. No matter 
how hard we try or how earnest 
we may be, man has not the ca- 
pacity or potentiality of perfec- 
tion.

Last week Judge Maylon Clink- 
scales of Piedmont Superior Court 
issued a temporary injunction 
against Judge Stark against hold- 
ing court and set a hearing for 
Sept. 5 for Judge Stark and all 
city court officials to show cause 
why the court should not be 
abolished. 


Judge Stark said at the time 
that Judge Clinkscales had no 
right to abolish his court, which 
was established by the Legisla- 
ture. Judge Clinkscales told the 
Jackson County Grand Jury that 
Judge Stark ‘‘violated all rules 
of decency, ethics and even the 
wording of the Constitution.” 

Judge Clinkscales made _ the 
statement after Judge Stark re- 
leased on bond eight men arrested 
by state revenue agents in raids 
on bootlegging establishments in 
dry Jackson County.

In his court traveled Robert Riggs, 
one of the steadiest swingers ever to 
ride the cat-gut trail. Though earlier 
expelled from the professional tour's 
main event by Kramer's racquet, 
Riggs remained among the world's 
foremost tennis contestants. He jousted 
in preliminaries to the Kramer-Pancho 
Segura showdowns. 

This time it was St. Petersburg, 
Fla. And Jack Rodgers. a young pro- 
fessional, was his adversary. Rodgers 
remembered Riggs from way back, 
from days when Bobby had been No. 
1 national amateur. 

He beat Riggs that night ‘two 
and two,"’ as they say in tennis talk. 

Later in the evening, a party was 
going full blast for the players. Doc 
Webb, wealthy tennis-lovin’ host, and 

Logue guest Riggs shared an affection for 
gambling. Soon a bet was brewing. 

Webb contended that Riggs was over the hill, and that Rodgers 
could do it again. Doc expressed his belief with $300, even money, 
and the anxious Riggs would have cheerfully given odds. 

Unaware of the wager, but irritated because Riggs insisted 
on plaving again the next day, Rodgers swept 10 straight games. 
He won the match, 6-0, 7-5. 

A happy Webb then revealed his bet and presented the winner 
a $50 slice of the loot. 

That, he assures, was among the biggest on-court thrills in 
the life of Jack Rodgers, now tennis professional (and a good one) 
at Bitsy Grant Center. 


—Tennis Pals Kept Rodgers on the Run 


Between sea assignments in World War II, Rodgers was sta- 
tioned for eight months in Hawaii, where he became acquainted 
with Riggs. There he learned that Riggs and Jack’s old Rice 
University teammate, Frank Guernsey, had a lot in common. 

“Those two guys taught me how to run,” Rodgers recalls with 
a smile. ‘‘They had the best drop shots in the world. Guernsey 
delighted in running me, and Riggs did the same damn thing.”’ 

The Rodgers tennis story began 25 years ago in Knoxville, 
Tenn. Jack started playing at 13, and that summer won the first 
tournament he ever entered. The Knoxville boys’ title whetted his 
appetite for more. 

Tennis was to put him through college, and later literally to 
be his bread and butter. 

Guernsey, two-time national intercollegiate champ, and Rod- 
gers led a Rice team that dominated the Southwest Conference 
for four seasons. 

After college, he promised himself two years to make the na- 
tional amateur grade, but Uncle Sam broke it for him, demanding 
four campaigns in the Navy. However, Jack overcame the late 
start to earn himself a spot among the top 10 playing pros before 
settling down to instructing exclusively. 

Asked the first requirement for a good tennis player, he re- 
plied: “Ambition, drive and desire mean more than anything else. 
Of course the better the athlete, the better his chances of getting 
ahead in tennis. . 

“I think most any average youngster that works at it hard 
enough can reach a certain level, then the best athletes will rise 
to the top. And the athletes with most desire will be champions. 


—Would Today's Players Take Tilden? 


“I believe nearly all of your great basketball players, spending 
the same amount of energy on tennis, could become top tennis 
players. Kentucky's Alex Groza would have been a terrific tennis 
player. And Tony Trabert was one at Cincinnati.” 

As for “‘heart,”’ the trademark of a champion, the 10-year pro 
said he thinks ‘“‘Bitsy Grant is the most tiger-like, the most de- 
termined player that ever walked on a court.” 

“Put Bitsy’s knowledge and will to win in a perfect tennis 
physique and you'd have an unbeatable player,’’ someone com- 
mented. 

“Yes,” Rodgers agreed, ‘‘But the good Lord seems to even 
things up and see that nobody has everything.” 

Urged to select his all-time best tennis strokes, Jack said, ‘I'd 
almost settle for ‘Pancho) Gonzales.” 

Don Budge’s backhand, Ellsworth Vines’ and Gonzales’ fore- 
hand and serve, Vinnie Richards’ volley and Riggs’ and Grant's 
temperament all drew commendations. But he didn’t mention 
Bill Tilden. Why? 

“I don’t believe Tilden on his greatest day could have beaten 
Segura,” came the shocking answer. ‘I think all of the modern 
players would beat him.” 

“Look at track and swimming,”’ he continued. ‘‘None of the 
records that can be definitely measured are standing now that were 
set then. Johnny Weissmuller was a great swimmer, but these 
guys today would swim there and meet him coming back. 

“You have to judge an athlete by the way he played in his 
day. and I believe today’s best tennis players would whip Tilden.” 

Interesting food for thought. No doubt many will disagree. 
However, it’s practically unanimous that Jack Rodgers is one of 
the best things to happen to Georgia tennis since Bitsy Grant. 

The 220 players and many more spectators at last week’s State 
Tournament will tell you he’s hard to beat. And I’m sure Bobby 

Riggs would agree.

THE LITTLE COLONEL 


We, the adults in the house, 
had smiled a week or so ear- 
lier when she had brought 
home a borrowed copy of 
“The Little Colonel’s House 
Party.”” Later, when she had 
gone to bed, I had thumbed 
through the book to see if it 
was as sticky as I thought and 
had real aloud some of the 
more sirupy passages.

Looking at the pages she 
had typed with such difficulty 
and had read and reread so 
often, her father and I gasped, 
at the shining idealism of 


* children. We wonder how we 


dare underestimate it or de- 
tract from it. Why we do not 
make more use of it, and how 
and where and when so many 
of us lose it.

Federal Reserve Policy 


Runs ‘Around in Circles 


By LESLIE GOULD 


NEW YORK—The Federal Reserve is again re- 
versing its money policy. This time tightening money 
rates, starting with an increase in the San Francisco 
and Dallas banks’ rediscount rates. The other reserve 
banks will undoubtedly follow. 


The Federal Reserve has shifted its money policy se often 
in the last year, it is or seems to be running in a circle. 

Just a year ago, the Federal, in the face of a declining stock 
market and business, jacked up the discount rate 
to 3'2 per cent—the highest since 1933. That was 
the 7th straight advance, starting in April of "55 
from 1 per cent. 

That was a very wrong guess, so bad that 
the Federal Reserve had to reserve itself, start- 
ing in November. It made four downward 
changes until the 1% per cent rate was established 
only last April. The San Francisco rate is now 
2 per cent. . 

The discount rate is the charge the Federal {§ 
Reserve makes for rediscounting loan paper of 
commercial banks. It is the interest rate the 
Federal charges the banks borrowing from it. Leslie Gould 
A commercial bank will make a top grade loan at say 4 per cent 
and then go around to the Federal and rediscount it, paying the 
current discount rate—1%4 per cent here. Then, the bank can take 
the money “‘borrowed” from the Federal and lend it again. 


The reversal in money policy follows the increase two weeks 
ago in margins for buying and carrying stocks. Buyers now must 
put 70 per cent of the purchase price against 50 per cent previously. 

The Federal Reserve said this was necessary to prevent an 
excessive amount of credit flowing into the stock market. That 
doesn’t happen to be so. Credit in the stock market is far from 
excessive, and in July borrowing by Stock Exchange member 
firms declined $69 million on securities other than government 
bonds. 


Figures just out on debit balances—sums owed by customers 
of Stock Exchange firms—shows virtually no change from June 
to July, but there was an increase in debit balances as to securi- 
ties other than governments of $91% million. 


The speculation that has been taking relatively an excessive 
amount of credit is that in government bonds. There is a scandal 
in this, wih a lot of little people badly hurt in the sharp decline in 
government bond prices. 


“The Federal, in its latest move, indicates it ts no longer con- 
cerned about business and that its worry is inflation. Changing the 
discount rate upward at this stage in a period of business un- 
certainty is unusual. There still are more than five million unem- 
ployed and while the business recession seems to have hit bottom, 
there still is doubt as to the vigor of the fall recovery. 

The Federal Reserve has a knack—or is it genius?—for doing 
the wrong thing at the right time. 


Tinkering with the discount rate ignores the basic factor in 
the inflation—the wage-price spiral. Its only effect would be to 
slow down business, with this possibly curbing wage demands. A 
Federal Reserve spokesman admitted this last year. The one 
thing one does not want to do now is to slow down business. 


The financial district 1s confused by the reversal in policy. 
So that makes it unanimous, for the Federal Reserve is.
